THE  SIMMONS  FAMILY 

AT 

HARVARD  UNIVERSITY 


Judge  William  Simmons,  (Elisha,  (5), Joshua,  (4) ,Ebenezer,  (3) 
Aaron,  (2) , Moses,  (l)son  of  Elisha  and  Martha (Hersey) Simmons, was 
born  at  Hanover,  Mass., July  9,1782.  His  boyhood  home  was  about  one 
mile  south  of  the  Assinippi  Church.  William  Simmons  was  the  first  of 
the  Simmons  family  to  attend  Havard  College.  When  he  entered  college 
in  1800,  William  Simmons  must  have  seen  The  Yard,  very  similar  to  the 
view  pictured  in  Paul  Revere’s  engraving.  Ilis  course  of  study  included 
Horace,  Livy,  Sallust,  Cicero,  (de  oratione),  Homer,  Zenophon, 
Rhetoric,  Elocution,  Declamation,  Doddredje’s  lectures,  Arithmetic, 
Algebra  and  a  little  other  mathematics,  together  with  Logic,  Ethics, 
Metaphysics, Chronology,  History,  Hebrew  or  French.  His  college 
years  were  in  the  days  of  Benjamin  Waterhouse,  professor  of  Physics, 
Aaron  Dexter,  professor  of  Chemistry,  of  Samuel  Webber,  professor 
of  Mathmatics  and  Natural  Philosophy,  and  of  Eliphalet  Pearson,  pro¬ 
fessor  of  Hebrew,  etc.  He  received  his  A.B.  degree  in  1804,  during  the 
closing  years  of  Joseph  Willard’s  presidency,  and  his  A.  M.  degree  in 
1839. 

After  graduating  from  Harvard,  Mr.  Simmons  studied  law,  practic¬ 
ing  in  Boston  and  he  was  for  many  years,  Judge  of  the  Police  Court. 

Judge  Simmons  married  on  Sept.  11,1810,  Lucia  Hammatt,  daughter 
of  Priscilla  Le  Barron  and  great,  great,  grand-daughter  of  Dr.  Francis 
Le  Barron  who  came  to  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  about  1690.

William  Hammatt  Simmons  (William,  (6),  Elisha,  (5),  Joshua, 
(4),  Ebenezer,  (3),  Aaron,  (2),  Moses,  (1),  the  son  of  Judge  William 
and  Lucia  (Hammatt)  Simmons,  was  born  on  May  11,  1812  and  died 


I 


August  10,  1841.  William  Hammatt  was  at  Harvard  during  the  pres¬ 
idency  of  John  T.  Kirkland  and  of  Josiali  Quincy.  He  graduated 
second  in  a  class  of  sixty-five  (65).  He  received  his  A.B.  degree  in 
1831  and  A. M. degree  in  1834. He  also  won  the  Bowdoin  prize  at  grad¬ 
uation.  He  was  instructor  of  elocution  at  Harvard  from  1835  to 

1837.  He  was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  The  class  of  1831  includ' 
ed  several  distinguished  men.  Among  them  was  John  Lothrop  Morley. 
Mr.  Simmons  died  only  ten  years  after  his  graduation  from  Harvard, 
August  10,  1841.  He  married  in  Cuba.  One  son  died  young.  He  tried 
to  nurse  a  patient  of  yellow  fever  on  board  boat  returning  from  Cuba, 
and  died  of  it  himself  at  the  Old  Manse,  Concord,  Massachusetts. 

Rev.  George  Frederick  Simmons,  the  son  of  Judge  William  and  Lucia 
(Hammatt)Simmons,  and  brother  of  William  Hammatt  Simmons, was 
born  March  24,1814.  He  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1832,  winning  the 
Bowdoin  prize  with  his  A.  B.  degree  and  the  A.  M.  degree  later.  He 
was  a  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  was  fourth  in  a  class  of  seventy 
two  (72).  He  graduated  from  the  Theological  School  at  Harvard  in 

1838.  He  preached  vehemently  in  the  south  against  slavery  and  was 
almost  lynched  for  so  doing.  He  came  north  and  did  pastorial  work 
at  the  Unitarian  Church  at  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  Waltham,  Mass. 
Rev.  James  Freeman  Clarke  gave  the  ordination  sermon.  He  married 
Mary  Ripley,  the  daughter  of  Rev.  Samuel  Ripley  of  Concord,  Mass., 
who  was  minister  at  the  first  parish  of  Waltham.  Rev.  George 
Frederick  Simmons  lived  for  years  at  the  Old  Manse  at  Concord, 
Mass.,  and  some  of  his  children  were  born  there.  His  sermons  and 
writings  may  be  seen  at  the  Widener  Library.

Rev.  George  Frederick  Simmons  died  of  tuberculosis  at  the  Old 
Manse,  Concord,  Massachusetts. 

Charles  Francis  Simmons  (7),  Judge  William  (6),  Elisha  (5), 
Joshua  (4),  Ebeuezer  (3),  Aaron  (2),  Moses  (1) ,  the  son  of  Judge 
William  and  Lucia  (Hammatt)  Simmons,  was  born  January  27,  1821 
and  died  February  or  March,  1862.  He  received  his  A.  B.  degree  from 
Harvard  in  1855,  as  one  of  the  class  of  1841.  He  was  a  member  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa.  Charles  Francis  Simmons  was  a  lawyer.  During  the  Civil 
War,  he  served  in  the  Cavalry;  was  lost  at  sea  during  February  or 
March,  1862,  en  route  from  New  Bedford,  Mass,  to  Fayal. 
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])r.  Gustavus  Lincoln  Simmons  (7),  [Samuel  (6),  Samuel  (5), 
Moses  (4),  Moses  (3),  Aaron  (2),  Moses  (1),]  the  son  of  Samuel  and 
Priscilla  (Lincoln)  Simmons  was  born  at  Hingham,  Mass.,  March  13, 
1832.  lie  was  descended  from  the  Cudvvorths  and  Woodworths  of 
Scituate,  Mass.  When  Mr.  Simmons  was  eighteen  years  old,  he 
went  to  California  (1850)  but  returned  to  Boston  (1852)  and  entered 
Harvard  Medical  (then  called  a  department  of  Harvard) .  This  was 
the  first  year  (1852)  of  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes’  lecture-ship  in  Anat¬ 
omy.  Thirty  years  after,  when  Dr.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  said  good¬ 
bye  to  his  last  class  in  the  Harvard  Medical,  Dr.  Gustavus  Crocker 
Simmons,  a  member  of  the  class  called  this  fact  (his  father,  Gustavus 
L.  Simmons  (7),  membership  in  his  first  class)  to  his  attention.  Dr. 
G.  C.  Simmons  still  prizes  the  signed  photograph  given  to  him  at 
that  time  by  Dr.  Holmes. 

Dr. Gustavus  Lincoln  Simmons  married  Celia  Crocker  in  1862. 
They  had  four  children,  two  sons  and  two  daughters:  Caroline  Sim¬ 
mons, 1867, Dr. Gustavus  Crocker  Simmons, 1863, Dr. Samuel  Ewer  Sim. 
mons,  1874, and  Celia  Crocker, 1869.  From  1855  to  1911,  Dr,  Gustavus 
Lincoln  Simmons  practiced  medicine  continually  in  the  same  commu¬ 
nity,  Sacramento,  California.  In  this  long  period,  he  never  held  public 
office.  Yet  he  held  many  positions  of  prominence  in  medical  circles  ;  in 
1895,  he  served  as  president  of  the  California  State  Medical  Association. 

Both  of  Dr.  Simmons’  sons  are  graduates  of  Harvard  Medical 
and  have  practiced  with  him  in  Sacramento,  California. 

Dr.  Gustavus  Crocker  Simmons  ("83,  [Gustavus  Lincoln  (7), 
Samuel  (6),  Samuel  (53,  Moses  (41,  Moses  (3),  Aaron  C2),  Moses  13,] 
the  son  of  Dr.  Gustavus  Lincoln  and  Celia  CCrockerl  Simmons,  was 
born  in  1863;  married  in  1895,  Gertrude  Miller  of  Sacramento,  Cali¬ 
fornia,  and  has  two  daughters  and  five  grand-children.  He  graduated 
from  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1885  and  thereafter  for  thirty-five  1 


He  has  served  as  City  Trustee,  1911;  City  Commissioner,  1915-29,  and 
president  of  City  Commission,  1915-17.  In  1893-95,  he  was  Major  in 
the  National  Guard  of  the  State  of  California. 

Dr.  Samuel  Ewer  Simmons  (8)  [Gustavus  Lincoln  (7),  Samuel 
(6),  Samuel  (5)  Moses  (4),  Moses  (3),  Aaron  (2),  Moses  (1),]  the 
son  of  Dr.  Gustavus  Lincoln  and  Celia  (Crocker)  Simmons,  wras  born 
in  1874.  He  married  Evelyn  Crow  of  San  Jose,  California  and  they 
have  two  children,  Samuel  Bradford  Simmons  and  Elizabeth  Lincoln 
Simmons,  (both  married)  and  one  grandchild.

Prof.  William  Cowper  Simmons  (8),  [Charles  (7),  Aaron  (0), 
Aaron  (">),  William  (4),  William  (8),  John  (2),  Moses  (1)];  the  son 
of  Charles  and  Eliza  (Perrige)  Simmons  was  horn  September  2,  1841 , 
at  Wareham,  Massachusetts,  and  died  in  Mew  \ork  City,  March  24, 
1907.  lie  married  December  29,  1SGS,  Rebecca  Brent,  find  they  had 
two  daughters  and  one  son.  The  son’s  name  was  Henry  Chasset 
Simmons,  born  in  1875.  . 

Mr,  Simmons  graduated  from  Harvard  in  1808  (A.B.  suinma  cum 
laude).  He  was  first  scliolarin  hisclass  of  eighty,  students;  elected  to 
Phi  Beta  Kappa.  He  was  professor  of  Creek  at  the  l  Diversity  of 
Vermont  from  1873  to  1877. 

One  of  his  classmates  has  written,  “When  we  were  in  college. 
Simmons  and  his  room-mate,  Morrell,  associated  very  little  with  the 
rest  of  the  class.  Simmons’  character  and  ability  were  high,  but  his 
disposition  seemed  to  be  reserved.” 

Through  Mercy  Pabodie,  Mr.  Simmons  was  descended  from  John 
and  Priscilla  Alden  and  through  Abigail  Church  from  Ki'Jninl  Warren 
of  the  Mayflower. 

Dr.  William  Hammatt  Simmons  (8),  [Rev.  George  Frederick  (7). 
Judge  William  (6),  Elisha  (5),  Joshua  (4),  Ebenezer  (8),  Aaron  (2). 
Moses  ( 1 )  J , the  son  of  Rev.  George  Frederick  and  Mary  (Ripley)  Sim¬ 
mons,  was  born  in  18  ;  died  1920.  Dr.  Simmons  received  lbs  A.B 

degree  from  Harvard  in  18G9,  and  his  M  1).  degree  iiom  Wurzburg  in 
1872.  He  was  a  prominent  athlete  at  Harvard  and  was  a  member 
of  the  lirst  rowing  crew  to  go  to  England.  Dr.  Simmons  married  and 
settled  at  Bangor,  Maine,  where  he  became  one  of  the  most  influential 
physicians  in  the  state.  lie  helped  organize  the  Eastern  Maine 
General  Hospital  and  was  a  member  of  its  stall  for  many  years.  He 
had  no  children.  His  widow  (1931)  still  lives  near  Bangor,  Maine  fit 
North  flermon,  Maine. 


John  Franklin  Simmons  (8) ,  [Perez  (7),  Ebenezer  (6),  Elisha 
( 5) ,  Joshua  (4),  Ebenezer  (3),  Aaron  (2),  Moses  (1)]  the  son  of 
Perez  and  Adeline  (Jones)  Simmons,  was  born  at  Hanover,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  June  26,  1851.  He  was  educated  at  the  Assinippi  Institute, 
Phillip  Academy,  Exeter,  N.H.,  1868-9.  (Member  of  the  Golden 
Branch  Society  and  one  of  its  Vice-Presidents)  Harvard  College,  A.B. 
degree,  1873,  and  one  and  one-half  years  at  Harvard  Law  School. 
While  at  Harvard  College,  Mr.  Simmons  took  a  high  place  both  in 
studies  and  social  life.  He  became  a  member  of  several  prominent  college 
societies.  Mr.  Simmons  was  a  good  debater  and  orator  and  was  chosen 
class  orator  in  his  senior  year,  and  President  Charles  W.  Eliot  gave 
him  hearty  congratulations  on  class  day.  His  class  (1873)  was  the 
first  to  graduate  under  President  Eliot. 

Before  Mr.  Simmons  was  sixteen,  he  was  teaching  school  at  Hanover 
and  Marshfield  Hills,  Mass.,  and  after  his  graduation  from  Harvard 
College,  he  was  offered  the  assistant  professorship  of  history  at  the 
U.S.  Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  Md.  However,  he  accepted  a 
proctor-ship  at  the  college  and  studied  one  and  one-half  years  at  the 
Harvard  Law  School.  In  1875,  Mr.  Simmons  was  admitted  to  the 
Massachusetts  Bar  at  Plymouth,  Massachusetts.  He  practised  law  for 
eight  years  in  the  firm  of  Keith  and  Simmons  at  Abington,  Mass. 
From  1883-1894,  his  firm  was  known  as  Simmons  and  Pratt. 

Mr.  Simmons  has  served  as  director  of  banks  and  member  of 
school  boards.  Gov.  B.  F.  Butler  offered  him  the  Insurance  Com¬ 
missioner-ship  but  he  did  not  accept. 

Mr.  Simmons  married  Fannie  F.  Allen,  January  10,  1877,  and 
they  had  the  following  children ;  Henry  Franklin  Simmons,  born  June  21 , 
1878,  Mary  Folger  Simmons,  born  October  29,  1880,  Perez  Simmons, 
(See  Who’s  Who  in  America,  1930-31)  born  June4, 1892,  and  Elizabeth 
Allen  Simmons,- born  August  20,  1895. 

Mr  Simmons  gave  addresses  before  Bar  Associations  and  was  co¬ 
author  with  Mr.  Dwelly  of  the  History  of  Hanover,  Massachusetts. 
He  died  in  1908.  It  may  be  well  to  note  that  he  was  a  descendant  of 
John  and  Priscilla  Alden,  Thomas  Rogers,  and  Richard  Warren  of  the 
Mayflower,  of  Col.  Benjamin  Church,  the  Indian  fighter  and  of  Dr. 
Benjamin  Richmond  of  Little  Compton,  R.I.

Edward  Emerson  Simmons  (8),  [Rev.  George  Frederick  (7), 
Judge  William  (0),  Elisha  (5),  Joshua  (-4),  Ebenezer  (3),  Aaron  (2), 
Moses  (1)]  the  son  of  Rev.  George  Frederick  and  Mary  E.  (Ripley) 
Simmons  was  born  at  the  Old  Manse,  Concord,  Massachusetts,  Octo¬ 
ber  27,  1852.  He  was  educated  at  Harvard  College,  A.B.,  1874,  and 
at  the  Academic  Julian  under  Lefebre,  Boulanger  and  others.  Some 
of  his  mural  decorations  may  be  seen  at  the  State  House,  Boston, 
Massachusetts;  Murals,  Waldorf  Astoria,  New  York;  Court  of  Appeals, 
New  York;  Criminal  Court,  New  York;  the  Capital,  St.  Paul,  Minn.; 
Library  of  Congress,  Washington,  D.C.;  and  Asto'r  Gallery.  Mr. 
Simmons  also  did  murals  for  the  World's  Fair  at  Chicago;  The  Panama 
Pacific  Exposition,  San  Francisco,  California.  Many  of  his  paintings 
have  been  reproduced  by  The  Copley  Print  Company.  The  pencil 
drawing  of  his  grandmother,  Sarah  Aldcn  (Bradford)  Ripley,  the 
painting  of  his  mother,  Mary  Emerson  (Ripley)  Simmons,  Justice, 
and  the  Carpenter's  Son  as  reproduced  in  his  autobiography,  “From 

Seven  to  Seventy,"  are  delightful  examples  of  Mr.  Simmons'  work.

Mr.  Simmons  was  married  twice;  first  to  Vesta  Schollcnberger  in 
1880  in  London,  England.  They  had  Iwo  sons:  William  Francis 
(Will),  born  at  Elclie,  Spain,  June  4,  1884,  and  George  Bradford 
Simmons,  born  at  Cornwall,  England,  December  G,  188G.  He 
married  secondly  in  1903,  New  Haven,  Conn.,  Alice  Ralston  Morton. 
They  had  one  son,  Peter  Simmons,  horn  November  11,  1905,  at  Paris, 
France. 

Mr.  Simmons  has  several  clubs,  as  “The  Lambs",  the  Player’s 
Club.  He  makes  his  home  in  New  York  City,  Roxbury,  Conn.,  and 
at  Baltimore,  Md.  (see  Who's  Who  in  America  for  1930-31.)

Dr.  Moses  Rogers  Simmons  C8)  [Perez  C7),  Ebenezer  CG), 


Elisha 
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(5),  Joshua  (4),  Ebenezer  (3),  Aaron  (2),  Moses  (1)],  the  son  of 
Perez  and  Adeline  (Jones)  Simmons,  was  born  at  Hanover,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  November  15,  1857,  and  died  in  1924.  Dr.  Simmons  was  grad¬ 
uated  from  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology  in  1880,  M.  S. ' 
degree,  and  from  the  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1882,  M.  D.  degree, 
lie  married  Ida  M.  Blatchford  of  Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  and 
lived  in  Brookline,  Massachusetts. 

Dr.  Simmons’  father,  Perez  Simmons,  was  a  well-known  lawyer 
of  Providence,  R.I.,  and  Hanover,  Massachusetts,'  a  graduate  from 
Brown,  A. B.,  and  A. M.,  1833.  Through  his  father,  Dr.  Simmons 
was  descended  from  John  and  Priscilla  Alden,  Thomas  Rogers  and 
Richard  Warren  of  tfie  Mayflower  (1620),  as  well  as  from  Col.  Ben¬ 
jamin  Church,  the  famous  Indian  tighter,  and  from  Dr.  Benjamin 
Richmond  of  Little  Compton,  R.I. 

Walter  Willard  Simmons  (9),  [Edward  M.  (8),  Seth  (7),  Benja¬ 
min  ?

Esther  Minerva  Simmons  (8),  [Weston  (7),  Hezekiah  (G),  Noah 
(5),  Ichabod  (4),  Moses  (3),  John  (2),  Moses  (1)],  the  daughter  of 
Weston  and  Esther  (Haywood)  Simmons,  was  born  November  4,  184(5 
and  died  March  17,  1927.  She  married  at  North  Bridgewater  (now 
Brockton)  on  October  3,  1871,  Thomas  Albert  Baxendale.  Mr. 
Baxendale  was  born  Feb.  29,  1840  in  Blackburn,  Lancashire, 
England,  the  son  of  Robert  and  Hannah  (Dawson)  Baxendale.  Mrs. 
Esther  Simmons  Baxendale  graduated  from  the  Bridgewater  Normal 
School  and  taught  for  some  time  before  her  marriage.  Mrs.  Baxendale 
is  the  author  of  the  book,  “Yours,  With  All  My  Heart,”  a  popular 
child’s  story. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baxendale  were  in  business,  manufacturing  box- 
toes  for  boots  and  shoes,  Mrs.  Baxendale,  managing  the  offioe  and 
marketing  end  of  the  business  while  Mr.  Baxendale  ran  the  shop. 
They  amassed  a  large  fortune  and  after  1890,  spent  the  greater  part  of 
their  time  in  extensive  travel  in  the  United  States,  British  Isles, 
Europe,  the  Orient,  the  Holy  Land  and  four  trips  and  visits  to  Egypt 
and  the  Nile  country. 

Esther  Minerva  Simmons  (Mrs.  Baxendale)  about  1923,  made 
arrangements  to  transfer  to  Harvard  College  her  summer  place  of 
twelve  (123  acres  on  Amrita  Island,  Catawment,  Cape  Cod,  together 
with  several  houses,  her  own  home,  “Island  Haven5’,  with  large  and 
ample  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  the  estate  for  the  help  and  educa¬ 
tion  of  people,  old  and  young,  on  Cape  Cod.  She  termed  it  the 
“Lowell  Institute”  for  Cape  Cod. 

The  cherished  educational  undertaking  of  Esther  Minerva  Sim¬ 
mons  and  her  husband,  Thomas  A.  Baxendale,  now  under  the  trustee¬ 
ship  of  the  president  and  fellows  of  Harvard  College  is  known  as  the 
“Baxendale  Memorial  Foundation.”

John  Simmons  (7),  [Benoni  (6),  John  (5),  Joseph  (4),  William 
(3),  John  (2),  Moses  (1)] ,  the  son  of  Benoni  and  Nai)t*y  (Bailey) 
Simmons,  was  born  at  Little  Compton,  R.I.,  October  30,  1706; 
married  Anne  Small  of  Provincetown,  Mass.,  on  October  29,  1818; 
he  died  at  Little  Compton,  R.I.,  August  29,  1870. 

Mr.  Simmons  was  the  first  man  in  New  England  to  manufacture 
ready-made  clothes.  He  made  his  fortune  in  this  business  and  in  the 
able  management  of  real  estate  in  Boston. 

In  1807,  Mr.  Simmons  made  his  will,  and  in  this  document,  he 
made  provisions  for  the  institution  which  is  now  known  as  Simmons 
College,  Boston,  Maasachusctts.  The  amount  of  money  property 
left  by  Mr.  Simmons  at  the  time  of  his  .  death  in  1870,  had 
increased  by  1899  to  give  a  permanent  endowment  fund  for  Simmons 
College  of  two  and  one  half  million  dollars.  The  college  is  located  on 
the  Back  Bay  Fenways,  Boston,  and  was  opened  for  the  first  class  in 
1902.
